First Over the Line 


The first Canadian unit to set foot on 
German soil was Le Regiment de la 
Chaudiere, of Lake Megantic, Quebec. That 
distinction did not come undeserved, for 
Matthew Halton told radio listeners not 
long ago of the valor this and other French- 
Canadian units had displayed in the fight- 
ing at Caen and on to the Schelde. 

Nothing in fact but praise has come 
from informed quarters as to the conduct 
of French-Canadian units oversea, while in 
formations raised elsewhere than in Que- 
bee many men who trace their lineage back 
to the French-speaking people of that 
province have won promotion and high 
distinction. 

These are things which English-speak- 
ing Canadians should not forget at a time 
when racial feeling is at high pitch.

Air force observers report signs that 
Japanese troops are being withdrawn from 
northern Burma.

Saskatchewan 
“Flouted’ Debt 


OTTAWA, Dec. 1—\CP)— 
Charging that the Saskatchewan 
government had “flouted” the 
$17,000,000 seed grain agreement, 
Finance Minister Ilsley has said 
that he had been persuaded to 
make “one more effort” to reach 
an amicable settlement of the 
1938 advance, 

Mr. Ilsley made the statement 
in a letter to Provincial Treasurer 
C. M. Fines which he released last 
night He had been asked for 
comment on a dispatch from Re 
gina quoting Acting Premier J. W 
Corman as saying that Mr. Lsley 
had made a new proposal “which 
amounts to an ultimatum.” 


LETTER PRODUCED 

“[ guess the best thing I can 
| do is give you a copy of my lettet 

to Mr. Fines,” Mr, Usley said, pro 
| ducing the letter, 

The letter contained a four-clause 
| proposal for settlement of the seed 
| grain advances which involved Sas- 
katchewan municipalities. Some of 
the advances have been repaid. 

“It can be argued strongly on 
behalf of Canadian taxpayers gen- 
erally,” Mr. llsley wrote, “and it 
has in fact been suggested to me, 
that under the circumstances the 
Dominion should take whatever 
steps are necessary to collect 
from the Saskatchewan govern 
ment even to the point of offset- 
ting amounts due from the Do- 
minion to the province. 

“This would be a serious step, 
and even though the provocation in 
this case is very serious, it 
I would hesitate to take except 
a matter of last resort.

Reading excerpts from Or 
Shields’ address at Victoria, Mr. 
MacPherson said: “| regret very 
much to see a religious leader 
express the sentiments attributed 
to Mr. Shields at Victoria, No 
patriotic Canadian wants to see 
the country divided in a fight be 
tween the Roman Catholics and 
the Protestants.” 

Mr. MacPherson labelied Pro- 
gressive Conservative MP's with 
hooliganism and_ disruption in 
their stand on conscription in the 
emergency House of Commons ses 
sion. He said Col, Ralston’s stand 
certainly “gives fire to the Tory 
stand”, although it was not possible 
to state there was a definite alli- 
ance between the former defence 
minister and the Tory members of 
parliament 


BACK INSUBORDINATION 

Up until the present, the Tory 
party was against strikes and riots 
of any kind, Mr. MacPherson de- 
clared, He went on: “Now we sud 
denly find the Tories in gleeful 
support of insubordination of high 
army officers and riots in’ army 
camps and among civilians 

“The Tories’ main interests at 
the moment are their own inter- 
ests, not the question of reinforce- 
ment for the troops overseas. 
The Tories see the war over in 
six or nine months, and they see 
that if we go into the post-war 
period with our present national 
unity, they don’t stand a chance 
in the next election.

German Tongue 
In Music World 


There are millions of E 
ropeans who never want to hear 
German music again according to 
Dr. John Murray Gibbon, Mon- 
treal, who addressed a meeting 
of the Edmonton branch of the 
anadian Authors’ Association in 
the public library on Thursday 
evening. About 50 persons attend- 
ed. Mrs, A. E. Cook, association 
president, was chairman. 

The attitude of the English 
people toward things German was, 
until recently, one of tolerance, but 
since the robot bombs have been 
let loose on England antagonism 
has grown up towards German 
things, the speaker stated 

Dr. Gibbon, who is one of the 
founders of the Canadian Authors 
Association, is the author of “Cana- 
dian Mosiac” and other books as 
well as of many lyrics set to old 
melodies. He spoke on “Trans- 
planted Music”. Vocal soloists sang 
Dr. Gibbon’s words to German 
music and siides were shown with 
the new words upon them 


WOULD ELIMINATE GERMAN 


Dr. Gibbon said he would like to 
see the elimination of the -German 
language from the concert and op- 
eraiic stage, but the retention cf 
German music. He said that in 
his opinion, the German language 
should be banned from the air and 
the concert stage. He favored the 
preservation of the music of Ger 
man songs, but felt suitable Eng- 
lish words should be written for 
the tunes 

He has written what he termed 
100 “transplantings” of German 
words arranged to German tunes, 
many of which now are being 
used in Canadian schools, 

Dr. Gibbon said it woyld be a 
tragedy if German lyrics are buried 
to be dug up 50 years hence. “The 
song melodies should be presery 
ed but*sung in a new language,” the 
speaker concluded 


Veterans Seeking 
Removal of Huns 


Recently sent into the Wildwood 
district of Alberta for work at a 
lumber camp, German prisoners of 
war have entered homes and alleg- 
edly molested decent Canadian 
women,” it was announced at a 
meeting of the Wildwood branch of

The resolution, moved by J. M 
Gilroy, asked that the German 
prisoners be returned to the prison 
camp whence they came, and all
